‘Out of the New Bill. 


BAGGING'S DUTY 10 BE LOWERED. 


Reductions Mado in the Tariff on 
Manufactured Tobacco. 


COAL, IRON AND LUMBER MADE FREE. 


Very Little Change Is Made in the Sugar 
Bounty the First Year, but It Will 
Be Abolished. 


Washington, November 26.—(Special.)— 
The ways and means committee will make 
public all the schedules of new tariff 
bill except the internal features 
at 11 o'clock tomorrow morning. 

The sugar schedule was made public today. 
It leaves raw sugar on the free list as at 
present and reduces the duty on refined 
sugar from 1-2 to 1-4 of a cent per pound. 
It does not repeal bounty outright, 
Dut provides for its repeal in eight years 
from January 1, 1895, by reducing it one- 
eighth each year, which is a reduction of 
1-4 of a cent a year in the bounty of 2 
cents a pound. 

Members of the committee argue that 
the reduction of 1-4 of a cent per pound 
on refined sugar will reduce the price of 
the article. Just that much to the 
sumer. As to the repeal of the bounty the 
“members generally thought it should be re- 
pealed at once, but the republican party 
eonmmitted the government to it for a 
term of years and it was deemed unjust 
‘to destroy the industries built up under 
it at one fell swoop. The committee, there- 
fore, arranged il to make the repeal 
gradual. 

Cotton Ties on the Frte List.

Lead ore and manv other ariicles, par- 
ticularly raw material. The duties of the 
MeKinley bill have been reduced all along 
the line. The duty on rice is reduced about 
one-third, and on woolen goods and cloth- 
img about one-third. 

The duty on cigars remains as to the ad- 
valorem duty the same as in the MelIsin- 
ley bill, 25 per cent, but the duty of $4.90 
per pound has been reduced to $5. <A 
indeed there is a cut of 50 per cent or 
cigar fillers, and the duty on wrappers is 
reduced from $4 a pound to $2.75. 

Lower Duty on Bageing. 

As is shown above, cotton ties are on the 
free list. The duty on cotton bagging, 
which is now 2 cents a pound, has been 
reduced to 20 per cent advalorem on bag- 
ging imported to be exported when covering 
goods, the duty is refunded when the same 
is exposed. A cut of about 30 per cent has 
been made in cotton mill machmerf, ana 
indeed there is a cut of SO per cent on 
more all along the line in the machinery 
schedules. 
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Reer and Whisky. 

The internal revenue portion of the bill 
has not been completed and probably will 
not be for week. The committee has 
not yet agreed. Ti is vow doubtful whether 
any Iercase will be made in the whisky 
tax. If there any increase it will not 
be more than 10 cents a gallon. The beer 
tax will remain it The pressure 
from breweries and beer consumers has 
beén so great, and so. many complicated 
questions are involved that the committee 
has practically determined to allow it to 
remiiin as it No change will be made 
in the mannfactured tobacco schedule, but 
it is probable that the internal revenue 
tax on cigars will be increased to $4 a 
thousand.

Disagree On the Income Tax. 

The committes has found much diffienlty 
in dealing with the proposed income tax. 
Almost all the members favor anu income 
tax but a few are rather radical. Thev 
want all personal incomes over $4,000 - 
year taxed. Other members

Many wen, they think, do not much 
mnind the payment of ‘the tax as the expos- 
ure of their business und incomes to the 
public. The committee is, therefore, now 
ou another tack which many of its numbers 
ihink the best method for raising the nec- 
essary revenue.

The 
committee believes this will raise the neces- 
siry income and will be more just and 
inore popular with the great mass of peo- 
ple. ‘Vhe commitice believes it has carried 
vut tle poatiorim to the letter in the bill 
it wil make publie tomorrow. Naturally, 
there will be much kicking from manutfac- 
turers and al] parties whose interesis have 
been interfered with, but with the great 
mass of people Who are cousumers the bill 
will be popular. 
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iis Lower Prices to Consumers. 

li will lower the price of every article 
consumed by the masses. "The pacing of 
rou coal and coke on the free list, 
Lhe committee expects, will cause a mighty 
kick from Alabama, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia and Penusylvania; but the comumit- 
tee claims that it in accordance with 
the platform, and, while it may injure a 
few, it will benefit one hundred where it 
injures one, and they think the effect unon 
the states mentioned above to be vreatly 
exaggerated. ‘Lhe stories to the effect that 
the committee refuses to allow the bill to 
go before a democratic CuuUCcUS are exag- 
gerated.

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Chairman Wilson. 

Chairman Wilson said tonight: 

“The new tariff bill will be given to the 
public at IL oclock tomorrow morning. 
The internal revenue schedule not yet 
completed, and will, therefore, be preserved 
until a later date. The regular schedu‘e 
we have made public today because it was 
reported that speculators were attempting 
to manipwate the market on tbe strength 
of alleged inside information, and we did 
not desire to be considered a party to any- 
thing of this kind. The tariff bill will be 
quite voluminous, It will really comprise 
two bills in one, as it will embrace both 
the customs and the administrative bill. 
Mr. McIXinley, you wilk remember, preseunt- 
ed two bills—one was the tariff bill and 
the other the administrative bill. We make 
one bill of these, the administrative pro- 
visions following the customs schedules. 
It will, therefore, cover the same ground 
is those two bills, and be of the same 
length. In some of the provisions, natural- 
iy, there will be no change at all. This 
will be particularly true of the administra- 
tion provisious, Where tthe changes are not 
S0 numerous here as in the tariff session.”

THE NATION’S STRONG BOX. 


Treasurer Morgau's Kepert Submitted to 
secretary Carlisle. 

Washington, November 26.—United States 
Treasurer UD. N. Morgan bas suvmitied to 
Pecretary Curtisie his aunudl report on the 
operulions and the coudiliens of the treas- 
ury. At SLOWS Lihat Lue bel ordinary reve- 
liues tor tue scat year ASUS were S580,- 
S1U,628, an increase of 35U,SS1,844 over 
thuse of the yeur before. ‘Lhe vet ordi- 
liuty eXpehdilures were $385,447,004, an 
ilcrease of $38,404,623. ‘Lhere was, there- 
fore, a decrease of $7,772,779 in the sur- 
plus revenues, reducing them to $2,341,074. 

Including the pubie debt, the total re- 
ceipts Were $132,871,214, and the total ex- 
penditures were $778,007,998. The public 
funds aimounted on June JO, 1892, to STSG6,- 
LS 1, and on June 8U, 1893, tv $746,538, - 
Ode. 

After setting apart those sums of gold, 
silver and United States notes, which were 
held for the redemption of certificates of 
deposit and treasury notes, there were left 
a reserve or general fund of S&1S87,012.740 
in IS, and S168,168,391L in 1893. These 
amounts, however, included certain sums 
of certificates of deposit, bonds and coupons, 
which were unavailabie for any other pur- 
pose than the settlement of the treasurer's 
account and which, if canceled, 
would have left an aetual — avail- 
able working balance of  $165,.945.- 
SSH and $156.295.696 — on the two dates 
respectively. By September 20th this bal- 
ance had been diminished to $149,250,268 
owing to a deficiency in the revenues. In 
seven months, beginning with last Decem- 
ber, upwards of $81.000,000 was drawn out 
of the treasury in the redemption of notes 
and the gold reseTve Was redneed during 
the same neriod by $29,000,000 Dnring 
the next three months, with lieht redemp- 
tions and N deficieney of $19 (WW) OY) in the 
revenne, the treasury lost $15,.000.NN0 of 
gold, but the reserve fel] off ony $2,000,000. 

The Movement ef Gold. 

The amount of gold during the fisea] vear 
Was the largest ever tuken out of the coun- 
try or brought into it in a like period, being 
upwards of S$1OS,S00,000, and of that $102.- 
OOOOOO was drawn out of the treasury by 
the redemption of legal tender notes. Most 
of the gold exported in former vears Was 
supplied by thé treasury in exchange for 
gold certificates, and the report savs that it 
is the first time that any considerable sums 
of notes have been presented for the metal. 

With the exception of an inerease of 
$45,500,000 in the amount of treasury 
notes, issued in the purchase of silver bul- 
lion and a decrease of $80,000,000 in the 
combined volume of gold certificates and 
currency certificates, there has been, the re- 
port siys, no important change in the pub- 
lic debt. 

According to the revised estimate, the 
total stock of money of all kinds in the 
country on June SOth was $2,523,547,977, 
or nearly 851,000,000 less than at the same 
time last year. This contraction took place 
notwithstanding the addition of $45,500,- 
(WH to the stock of silver and an increase 
of S6.000.000 in the outstanding bank notes 
aud was caused by the exports of gold. 
din July, however, there being a heavy ae 
turn movement of the metal, supported by 
an expsasioh of the bank note circula- 
tion, by the end of Septembeg the stock of 
gold was restored to what it was when the 
exports began, the total increase -of the 
effective stock of money in the three 
months being no lower than $95,000,000, 
bringing it up te a figure much above the 
highest ever had before. 

The treasurer’s remarks that. the snd- 
den eontraction and expansion within the 
space of eleven months affords a= striking 
jllustration of the degree of flexibility Ppos- 
sessed by the currency. The revised fig- 
ures for the amount of money in circula- 
tion that is outside of the treasury on June 
Sth, plaee it at $1,596 S46,829, or about 
&G.000,000 less than it was a year before. 
During the four months ended with October 
there was an increase of $125.000,000. a 
record altogether without parallel in the fris- 
tory of the country. The redemptions of 
United States paper currency have been wa- 
unusaliy heavy, amounting to $377,000,- 
OO in ihe fifteen months ended with Oc- 
tober. 

During the past two fiseal years there was 
yecoined nearly one-fifth part of the whole 
estimated stock of the subsidiary silver,

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INTERNAL REVENUE REPORT. 


The Department's Receipts Amounted to 
%150,000,000 the Past Year. 

Washington, November 26.—Mr. Joseph 
Miller, cammiissioner of internal revenue, 
has submitted to ‘Secretary Carlisle this 
report of the bureau for ‘the tisecal year 
ending June 30, 1893, and also certain ad- 
ditioual information relating to the collec- 
tions made and aork performed during the 
first three months of the current fiscal year. 
]t Js a long document of over two hundred 
printed pages, and contains a number of 
tables, comtaiming much statistical informna- 
tion on the operations of the bureau, some 
of which date back for thirty years. The 
report shows that the receipts from all 
sources of internal revenue have increased 
from §$116,902,869 for the fiscal year 1886 
to $161,004,089 in 1893. 

‘The estimates of the last commissioner of 
internal revenue were that the receipts. of 
1SO5 would reach $165.000,000, but. owing 
to general business depression, Mr. Miller 
says that this amount was not realized. 
Hie estimates that the amount for the 
fiscal year will be $150,000,0g0. 

The receipts for the fiscal year 1892 were 
$153.879,544. The reeeipts for 1898 were 
made up follows: Spirits, $94,720,260, 
ain merease of $5,410,276 over the previous 
year, tobaceo, $31,889,711, xD inerense of 
$889,218; fermented liquors, $32,548,983, 
an increase of $2,511,580; oleomurgarine, 
$1,670,485. an increase of $404,317. miseel- 
laneous, $175,590, a decrease of SET.S98. 

The receipts from internal revenue for 
the first three months of the fiscal year of 
IS94 have been S5O.S8S74.402. a decrease of 
$0,019,145 as compared with the first three 
months of the fiscal year 1893. Of this de- 
crease, $5,S03,S08 ‘has been in taxes ‘on 
spirits and $1,828,882. on tobacco, 

The cost of collecting the revenue during 
1893 was $4,210,760. he expenses for the 
previous fiscal year were $4,515,908, being 
2.80 per-cent of the colections. The es- 
thnated expenses for 1895 are $4,408,580. 
Two thousand one hundred and ninety vio- 
lations of law have been reported by the 
revenue oflicers during the year, 556 per- 
have been arrested on their informa- 
tion; property to the value vf S1.Si)2455 4 
has been reported by them for seizure. 
There were (22 illicit distilleries destroyed 
during the year and thoroughly re- 
moved, The number of persous 
rested Was is? und three deputy 
collectors were killed. The report shows 
that 13.245 Chinese registered under the 
Geary act, of which 4.850 were in Califor- 
nia and Nevada.

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AS TO AGRICULTURE. 


Recommendations Made by the 
Secretary in His Kepuort. 

Washington, November 26.—The secre- 
tury of agriculture in his report, just sub- 
mitte to the treasurer, regrets the vague 
character of the department organization. 
He devotes considerable space to a review 
of whut he regards as an anomalous part- 
bership between the government of the 
United States and the goverumeuts of the 
respective states for the conduct and en- 
courugement of state agricultural colleges 
aud experiments. Referring to the sum 
appropriated tor the use of the state experi- 
leit stutions, he says: ‘““Lhis appropriation 
is unlike any other public moneys legislated 
out of the treasury of the United States, 
because there is no ofhicer of the United 
States authorZzed to direct, limit, control 
Or WUUdil its Ilemuzed eXpenditures.” 

lie suggests that the stations shoyld be 
euure.y divorced Irom the departimenr aud 
luke SUL eppropriated Churged directly to 
them, or that the secretary should have 
sume power tv direct and restrain tueir dis- 
burselmeuts so as to misure a legitimate 
eipenditure ot the same. He adds that in 
view of rumors that have obtained credence 
in some of the states and territories to the 
eifect that muneys appropriated to the sta- 
tious have been diverted from their legiti- 
imuie public purposes, a thorough investi- 
guuion should be made fo demloustrate either 
the truth or falsity O6f such reports. He 
gives the number of employes when he took 
charge as 2,407, and states that there are 
how on the payrolls only 1,904, a reduction 
of 5038. 

During the first quarter of the first vear 
he reduced the expenditures in comparison 
with the corresponding quarter of last year 
by over $56,000. e presents a table 
giving the appropriations for the current 
fiscal year and his estimates for next year, 
showing a net saving in- his esti- 
mates over the appropriations for the cur- 
rent year of $369,656.04. 

Pronounced Defective. 

The cassified service is pronounced to 
be defective, largely owing to the inequali- 
ties in Compensation With reference to the 
services rendered. H shows a considerable 
saving to have’ been effected in the pur- 
chase and the indire@t distribution of seed 
this year. 

The work of the bureau of animal in- 
dustry is reviewed in considerable detaii, 
euch one of its principal features being fully 
considered. The result of the Texas fever 
reguiations is pronounces! to be satisfac- 
tory, but, to increase t:.eir efficiency, it is 
suggested that a penalie should be attach- 
el for violation of department laws 
for railroad companies te transport infected 
cattle. The total munmrber of imported 
animats inspected the past year was 463,- 
389, the total of export cattle inspected 
611,542. 

The law at present does not provide for 
the inspection of horses imported into this 
country, and an amendment in this respect 
is suggested.

wiumbia, S. C., November 26.—(Special.)— 
The South Carolina legislature which meets 
Tuesday wil] bave a number of matters of 
more or less importance to dispose of, and the 
resuit wiil be awaited with interest by every- 
body, especially some hungry refe-wm politiciias 
who have been shivering outside the breast- 
works ever since the Tillman faction secured 
control of-the government. Six judges are to 
be elected, and as these positions pay good 
salaries, it is but natural for those who save 
worked and taiked in season and out for the 
reform Movement to Want to get some of these 
places. 

There are eight judicial districts in this 
State, and there wiil be vacancies of six of 
them. The two hold-over judges are Judges 
Frazier aud Norton. 

The legislature is overwhelmingly Tilimanite, 
and there is no doubt that it is the determin- 
ation of the majority to put men of their po- 
litical faith on the bench. 

Of the six, Judges Gary and Aldrich are fu 
sympathy with the dominant element and wi.l 
doubtless sueceed themselves. Judges With- 
erspoon, Wallace and Izlar are not Classed as 
reformers, and unless acl signs fail their Jeads 
will be uncerimonious!y cut off. The 
dates for their pjaces are without nuinbkr, 
and no prophecy as to Who will succeed them 
would be in the least reliable. 
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Judge Hudscn's Term Is About Over. 

But of all the judges the head of Judge 
Hinson is wanted the most by the reformers, 
and they will get it without doubt. Judge Hud- 
son is one of the ablest, if not the abiest, of the 
judges in this state, burt he has incurred the 
displeasure of the Tiilmanites by his decision 
in the dispensary cases, which he has not hes- 
itated to pronounce unconstitution whenever 
the question was brought before him. 

It is probaPle tha: some man outside of 
Judge Hudson’s district will be chosen, as the 
Ti:lmanites themselves admit that there is no 
reform lawyer in the district who is compe- 
tent to fill the piace. Colonel R. W. Watts, 
of Laurens, is prominently spoken of for tals 
place. ‘Fhere is no law against electing @ Man 
outside of the circuit, but it has always been 
customary to choose a iawwyer residing within 
it. 

One associate justice of the supreme court 
Will also be elected to succeed Justice Mctrow- 
an, whose term expires. ‘The justice has an- 
nounced himself as a candidate, but it has 
been long understood that the place was to be 
given to Mr. Ira B. Jones, speaker of the 
house. Lately Lieutenant Governor Gary bas 
been spoken of in connection with the place, 
and should ‘the Tilimanites not caucus and cen- 
ter Upon one or the other, Justice MceGowan's 
chances are good for re-eiection, he bas 
many strong friends among the reformers.

These elections will have a most important 
bearing on future law-making fn the 
The Tillman faction seems determined to piace 
men on the bench who will uphold the govern- 
ment in all its radical and reactionary meas- 
ures. The leaders seem think that every 
measure judicially decided against them has 
been the result of “‘partisan bias’’ or “‘cor- 
ruption,’’ and they purpose fixing things so 
that the partisanship should be all on their

The most important piece of legislation to be 
talked, however, will be the dispensary act 
The law is coufessedly weak and fatal th a 
number of respects, and it will be gbhe aim of 
Governor ‘Tillman have these remedied.

Both men are booked to appear at Juck- 
senviile, about the 12th of December where 
they wil remain only a day or so and then 
xo direct to the training quarters which 
have been selected for them. 

These quarters, by the Way, are said to 
be two of the most historic places in the 
Peninsular state. 

Corbett’s training quarters will be 
at Pablo Beach, and the place with al! 
its surroundings has been carefully inspect- 
ed by one of the friends and admirers of 
the champion. The building and grounds 
are just what are needed for the man who 
succeeded in wresting the championship 
from the great and ony Sullivan and there 
for 
his coming ¢ontest just as he sees fit. 
Pablo is twenty miles from Jacksonville 
and when Corbett gets located, his quar- 
ters wll be about the most attractive place 
around the Florida metropolis. 

Like Corbett’s quarters Mitchell’s were 
selected by one of his backers and admir- 
ers. It is a point on the Indian river near 
Enterprise and is about one bundred miles 
from Jacksonville. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the battle 
is yet sixty days off, the eyes of the sport- 
ing men of the country at large are turn- 
ed upon Florida, and no few of the craft 
have already arrived and gone into quarters 
to wait till the fight takes place and the 
fate of the championship is decided be- 
tween America and England. Of the sport- 
ing men who are now in Jacksonville, there 
are some of the best known and most proim- 
iment members of the fraternity, and they 
are ‘all certain that the fight will be the 
greatest glove contest the world has ever 
known. 

Of course there is a great deal of spec- 
ulation as to whether there will be any in- 
terference on the part of the state officials, 
and it is to this point the sports who are 
now here, are and have been turning their 
attention. The advice of the best legal 
talent of the state has been sought, and 
it is the universal opinion of the leading 
and prominent attorneys of the state that 
there is no law of the state which can pre- 
vent the fight. Many « dollar has been 
paid to Florida attorneys by the sports 
who are interested in the matter, and in 
every instance the sports come away from 
their attorneys ready to win back the ff 
they have paid if they can find some one 
willing to gamble that the fight can be 
stopped by any law now in the digest books 
of Florida. .

It seems that the laws of Flor- 
ida contain nothing relative to prize fight- 
ing or boxing contests, because the digest 
of the state, as it is called, declares that 
in the absence of a statute passed by the 
legislature of the state, the old English law, 
which was in vorue throughout the state 
until the digest was made by the state leg- 
islature, shall apply. 

Immediately atter the fight had been se- 
cured for Jacksonville, some of the people 
of that city arose in their might and op- 
posed the coming of the pugilists. But the 
gentiemen who had been behind the tigh 

from its inception were well aware of the 
sreat advertising advantages and of the big 
trowds it would give Jacksonville, and 
they went to work to see that the tiga 
should take place. It did not take the pro- 
moters of the fight long to canvass the 
city of Jacksonviile thoroughly, aud wuen 
the canvass—and it was a canvass from 
house to house—was completed, it was 
found that two-thirds of the people of 
the city were in favor of the fight.

OR. WRREN {S$ DEAD. 


The Venerable Pastor Formerly of Atlanta, 
Passes Aw”v¥ at Macon.! 

Macon, Ga., November 26.—(Special.)— 
Dr. E. W. Warren breathed his iast today. 
He was one of the oldest and most prominent 
Baptist ministers in the south, His life was 
one of the purest and most beautiful a Chris- 
tian ever lived. For some time this venerable 
minister has been in feeble health and a few 
days ago he was compeled to cake his bed. 
Thursday his condition was reported serious 
and he has been sinking steadily since. 

The father of Ebenezer W. Warren was the 
Rev. K.ttreli Warren, of Aiabama. He was 
born in Conecuh county and came to Georgia 
aud settled in Houston county, where his svi 
Wus reared and where the fu ure minister re- 
ceived a liberai Engiish education at Minerva 
academy. Mr. Warren taught scbeol for one 
year near West Point anu retarned to Perry, 
and read Jaw with Warren & Secarvorvugh. In 
Septumber, 1843, he was adm.ited to the bar 
and for five years enjoyed a large practice for 
a young man. His residence then was Stark- 
vil.e, Lee county. Two years afier le cvin- 
meuced the practice of .aw he joined the 
church, being baptized Seprember 15, 1845 
In the meanume he bad bu.lt up a law pra. 
tice that was bringing an annual incom” of 
$2,000 and which was rapidly grow.r. He 
married Miss Cealah G. Janes on Wwecember 
15, 1846, abandoned the lega: pre ession, sold 
his practice, taught school for .— year to sup- 
port his family while be er’ered on a course 
of Bible study. a was orda.ned 
Be hel <Assoc.3*iou November, 1545, 
T&25 he tuvved to Cuthbert, re- 
ihree “ears and serving the church, 
the ioss of his vale whi.e there. 
he removed to Lumpk.n and took 
pastoru: charge of the courch there, and 
also two country churches.

In October, 1866. be was nigrried to Moss 
CuroLne IN,, daughter of Major E. H. Bacon. 
He Came to Atlanta. 

He retained charge of the church at Macon 
from 1869 to 1871, when he became pastor of 
ine First Baptist chureh in At.ania. That 
‘Aaurch had tae benefit of his serv.ces for five 
Years, after wh.ch he accepted a cul. made by 
the Iitest Baptist church of Richmond, Ya. 
where die went in March, 1876. While re. 
s.ding sn Atianta the degree of doctor of 
divin.ty was conferred on him by Mercer 
uu.versity. In the fail of 1879 Dr. Warren 
eft Richmond ta response to an urgent and 
unanimons iny.tation to once mure assume 
Charge of the church in Macon. Dr. Warren 
came to Macon in 1859 as pastor of the F.rst 
Bayiist church here. He served as pastor of 
[his church for twelve consecutive years upon 
first assum.ng its pastoraie. Two years ago. 
however, - me was forced, on account 
of declining heaith a surrender 
th.4 ‘abor.ous charge and seek some 
sinalier congregation in which he could 
spend the reinainder of his days as an active 
moister. This wags when he ‘went as pastor 
of Tatnaill Square Baptist church Poe gees 
without the repeated protestations of his form. 
er congregation Whose jove for their aged pas- 
tor made them loth to give him up. 

So notable and conspicuous was Dr-. War- 
reis work among the dying and suffering so.- 
diers brought to Macon during the war that 
this part of his life's short sketch is well wor- 
thy of especial mention. He did not go to the 
War as a warrior, but remained at home to 
rn Bi yg the families of those who entered 
: i} Inco the S.ruggie. He was, in fact. 
the only minister regu.arly resideat !n Macon 
during: the war, all others having rone as 
chaplains for the various compa es that teft 
Macon. And sv st Was :nat Dr. Warren spent 
ihe four years of carnage Di) Lis? wing oO the 
dying patriots in Ne Wosp.tals ama om the 
HOMES and Visiting the countless 
sick among the soldiers, besides keeping reg- 
tg up with h:s duties as pastor of the 

rst Baptist church. When Dr. W; rren 
left the pastorate of the First Baptist church 
vas fo take charge of a congregation which 
VW eal realiy the outgrowth of the former 
church, — JS Was the Tatnall Square Baptist

in fact when it was known that he would 
no longer continue at the F'rst Baptist. for 
it was thelr desire to secure him for its pastor 
for the remainder of his Minsterial life. As 
pustor of Tatnall square church, Dr. Warren 
did some of the best ministerial and charity 
work of his life and his death is a serious 
loss to the congregation. ee

DEATH OF REV. JOHN JONES, D. OD. 


” 
The Leading Incidents in the Life ofa 
Great Georgia Divine—A True Cit- 
izen and Valiant Christian. 


Rey. John Jones, D. D., died at ten minutes 
past 3 o'clock Sunday afternoon at the resi- 
dence of son, Mr. Dunwoody Jones, ou 
Capitol avenue. 

Dr. Jones Was bern ; Le LTeAT plantation, 
the winter home of father, Captain Jo- 
seph Jones, in Liberty county, Georgia, No- 
vember 15, 1815. He attended cud 
academy in the ancient town of Sunbury, sud 
afterwards graudated With discinetion froin 
the State university, Athens, Ga.> then Frank- 
lin covege, in the class of 1836. Ue studied 
theology in Columbia ‘Theological seminary, 
Columbia, S. 4°., taking the full ¢ and a 
post-graduate course at Princeton, N. J. He 
Was licensed ‘to preach April 4, 1840, and was 
immediately called to the Bryan County Pres- 
byterian church, »ea., awaiting h.s license. 
He was ordained to the gospel ministry a year 
later, and was married to Miss Jane Adaline 
Dunwoody, daughter of Cotonel James Dun. 
voody, an extensive rice planier of Metin- 
tosh county, February 18, 1841, at HMopestiil 
plantation, the family bomestead, near Da- 
rien, da. 

After serving the Bryan county church about 
two and a half years he accepted a call to the 
Darien Presbyterian church, succeeding Dr. 
Nathanie: Pratt. During this pastorate Le or- 
ganized severa. Presbyterian churches in the 
county of Melntosh. From Darien Le moved 
t» north Georgia, about 1845, locating in Ma- 
rietvta and dving a vast amount of pigiecr work 
in the Cherokee portion of the 
state, aiding in many notable Culp 
meetings and réligious gatherings and doing 
noble service for the cause of Christ. It was 
during this time that he was affectionateiy 
known as “Barnabas, the son of GConsolation,”’ 
To this portion of his work he has always 
looked back as a golden era of his mipistury. 
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REV. JOHN JONES, D.D. 


It was dur.ng th.s period he organized and 
assisted in orgauizing many churches, among 
them the Dalton Presbyterian church in Oc- 
tober, 1847. This elwarch received his spec.al 
care and in 1848S he purchased the only church 
in the town for the Presbyterians, being in- 
sirumemtal in raising the bu.k of the funds 
therefor. A pastorate of the Marietta Pres- 
byterian church fu.lowed, during which the 
present church buading was erected, ihe lot 
beng donated by Dr. Jones. Whiie in Mari- 
eita he was a trus.ee of the Georgia MiLitary 
inszitute and was one of the comm.ttee which 
its beautiful site. In 18535 de.

Mr. Clifton Jones, the general freight 
aud passenger agent of the Georgia Mid- 
land and Gulf railroad, is the one hun- 
dred’s nominee in the first ward. He is 
being opposed by Mr. Henry Epping, a 
prominent warehouseman. Mr. Epping is 
a son of Mr. H. Hl. lspping, the president 
of the Chattahoochee National bank and 
the Columbus Waterworks Company. 

Mr. Jobn P. Turner, the one hundred’s 
nominee from the eighth, who is a popular 
druggist, is being opposed by Mr. L. E. 
White. It is thought that Mr. White will 
withdraw, however, as ‘Mr. Turner has a 
splendid following. 

Mr. W. R. Brown, the president of the 
Oolumbus Iron works: Mr. L. &. Sear- 
brough, 2 “arge supply grocer, and Mr. 
George O. Berry are the one hundred’s 
nominees from the fourth, fifth and sixth: 
They have no opposition. Mr. Berry is 
the grand master of Odd Fellows’ of 
Georgia. 

It is believed that the new council will 
grant a franchise to the North Highlands 
Street Railroad Company. When the pres- 
ent council was petitioned for a charter 
an few months ago, it granted franchises 
with such restrictions that the company 
could not proceed. .

KILLED HIS RIVAL. 


Large Rewards Are Qut for Norment but 
No One Takes Him. 


HE HAS JUST VISITED HIS OLD HOME 


Two Years Ago He Committed a Cowardly 
Murder, Shooting Down a Manin the 
Dark~—in Georgia ¥ esterday. 


Warcross, Ga., November 26.—(Special.) 
J. Leslie Norment, who is charged with 
having murdered James Robinson, a well- 
known detective, in Robeson county, North 
Carolina, on Christmas night, 1891, passed 
through Waycross yesterday on the west- 
bound fast mail on his return from a Visit 
to his mother, near the scene of his crime, 

Hie has been spending severas days in 
that community, concealing himself from all 
except his most intimate friends. He is a 
fugitive from justice, and the governor of 
North Carolina offers a reward of $200 for 
his arrest und delivery to the sheriff of 
Robeson county. In addition, private re- 
wards are offered to the amount of $300. 
The crime for which he is wanted was one 
of the most cowardly murders ever con- 
mitted in that community. 

Norment is a handsome man, with beau- 
tiful black hair and mustache. He is six 
feet high and weighs about 150 pounds. 
In the fall of 1801 he fell deeply in love 
with a very pretty young lady, Miss Alice 
Pate, who lives near Rowland, N. C. Earvy 
in December, James Robinson, a_ hand- 
some young map, came into the community 
und boarded with the father of Miss Pate. 
Robinson was a detective, and was trying 
to locate a notorious criminal. He was very 
popular in the community and his excel- 
lent behavior nade him many friends. Nor- 
ment grew jealous of him and threatened 
to horsewhip him if he did not leave the 
community. 

On Christmas night there was a family 
reunion at the Pate residence and a num- 
ber of friends were invited to be present, 
among them was Norment. Fle began to 
drink freely, and at 10 o'clock called Rob- 
inson out to the front gate. He concealed 
himself behind a huge oak tree, which 
stood between the house and the gate. As 
Robinson passed the tree Norment shot him 
three times in the back with a thirty-eight 
ealiber Smith & Wesson pistol. Robinson 
fell to the ground and Norment stabbed 
him with a knife in the head and back. 

The shooting a‘armed the inmates of the 
house. Some of them rushed to the scene 
and found the dead body of Robinson lying 
on the ground in a pool of blood. The 
affair caused tremendous excitement. Nor- 
ment fled as soon as he had finished the 
cowardliv deed and told several people that 
he did the killing. 

He told his mother, who is the author of 
the Lowrie history, that he killed Robin- 
son because he was jealous of him.

Colonel Richard Malcolm Jobnston’s 
Reading Should Be a Success. 


SOMETHING ABOUT HIS CAREER. 


He Is a Georgian and Did Not Publish 
His First Story Until He Was 
Fifty-Seven. 


That large and appreciative audience of 
Atlanta people which has spent many de- 
licious hours following the fortunes of the 
simple Georgia folks whose lives have been 
so cleverly sketched in the quaintly humor- 
ous stories of Colonel Richard Malcolm 
Jolinston, feels a more than passive in- 
terest in the coming of that representative 
writer, who is to give a reading from his 
Writings in this city next weck. 

Atlanta feels that proprietary interest 
in Colonel Johnston which is common 1 
the state of his nativity, and in which he 
has laid the scenes of so many stories. 
Aside from this feeling, and the feeling of 
pride in what he has done to give the sim- 
ple folks of middle Georgia an individuality 
in literature, he has struck a chord of sym- 
pathy by his subtly delicious touches of 
nature making all Georgians feel akin to 
him. 

He is distinctively a Georgian. His 
cracker sketches have the peculiar flavor 
of Georgia’s old red hills, and the peuple 
met in them are but faithful reflections of 
real flesh and bleod people whom every 
Georgian has met somewhere. 
from the glazed pages of The Century with 


that naturalness of manner that betrays a | 


touch of genius on the part of the man 
1 so accurately sketched them from 
ife. 

Just a few writers, among them Jool 
Chandler Harris and Harry Stillwell Ed- 
wards, are such faithful historians and _in- 
terpreters of common every-day lives. Col- 
onel Johnston is one of the pioneers. Dur- 
ing the greater part of his life he has been 
an observant figure in middle Georgia coun- 
try life, and in those years his artist’s mind 
Was receiving those impressions of the life 
about him which have been so faithfully 
transferred to his sketches. 

He was born in Hancock county in 1822. 
His first schooling was received at @ typl- 
‘al old field school, and what was at that 
time reckoned a disadvantage afforded the 
budding young writer a golden opportubity 
to obsprve the cormmon phases of lite and 
to receive valuable impressions. 

People who have read his famous “Dukes- 
borough Tales” have often wondered if that 
place had a prototype or Was merely a com- 
posite of Georgia country towns. _Powel- 


_ ton, which became young Jolinston’s home 


when he was quite a boy, is the Dukes- 
borough of his stories. He attended school 
there for quite a while. 

When he was a young man he practiced 
law with Linton Stephens, at Crawfor- 
ville, and his experiences during court week 
afterward proved valuable material for 
stories. He filled a professor's chair In 
Maryland for some years, but durmg that 
time the thought of embodying in 
stories the scenes indelibly engraved upon 
his memory ever occurred to him. There is 
perhaps no contemporaneous writer eLjoy- 
ing the degree of distinction in fiction that 
Colonel Johnston enjoys, whose career as 
a writer began so late in life as his. 

Colonel Johnston was fifty-seven years 
old before making his first vemture in liter- 
ature. He was always very modest and 
was only persuaded to offer a story for pub- 
lication by his friend, Sidney Lanier. He 
sent a story, one of his character sketches, 
to The Century, and it whs readily ac-- 
cepted. It was “Neelus Peeler’s Condi- 
tion,’ and was sufficient to direct the atten- 
tion of fiction writers to him as a possible 
factor in future Kterature. 

The publication of this story merely open- 
ed the way for many others in the same 
vein, Numbers of them have been pub- 
lished in The Century, and he has publish- 
ed several books. <A collection of his sto- 
ries, under the title “‘Dukesborough Tales,” 
proved immensely popular. He has written 
miny excellent sketches, which are. still 
read with increasing interest. His ‘The

“Old Mark Langston.” “Two Gray Tour- 
ists,’ “Mr. Absalom Billingslea,’ preserve 
the cracker flavor.

Williain Goldsmith, seeond son of Dr. 
W. T. Goldsmith, died Saturday night in 


sirmingham, Ala. 

The news of Mr. Goldsmith's death will 
cause universal sorrow in Atlanta, where 
he was so widely and favorably known.

He is very much 
in earnest about his bill but is afraid it 
may be misunderstood. 

“y have been fearful,’ said he vestemlay, 
“that the sensations that have arisen 
since its introduction, and for which neither 
the bill ‘nor its author is responsible, 
might prejudice some parties against the 
bill and prevent its immediate passage. 
It is purely a business measure. The state 
receives no interest or profit from its de- 
posits and the object of the bill is to make 
the deposits as safe as possible ad to pre- 
vent favoritism. 

“Depositories were not ereated for the 
PUNLOse of furnishing capital to banks, but 
ww prevent tov large a’ sum trom acculi- 
ulating in a few of the depositories. 

“I have no season tu believe that any de- 
' pository of this state is insolvent. I have 
several reasons for believing that the three 
hanks that held the largest sums of the 
state’s money are very strong banks. I 
believe that any committee that will in- 
Vestigate the atfairs of the treasury will 
find that the treasurer accounts properly 
for every dollar of the state's moucy. The 
Hil is not a thrust at the treasurer, but 
it is intended to change a system that per- 
mits more than $600,000 to remain in three 
depositories during a financial panic, when 
those depositories give a boud to the state 
of only $50,000 each. 

“While it is true that the money is worth 
nothing to a depository unless it remains 
there long enough for the depository to 
use it, it is also true that banks sometimes 
break, and it is not a sound system that 
lets a very large sum accumulate in a de- 
poitory where it cau be used for speculative 
urposes without criminating anybody. 
There is not a sound business man in Geor- 
gia Who would have kept $275,000 through 
the summer just past in any bank in this 
state, the capital stock of which bank 
was only $100,000 and which gave to him 
a bond of only $50,000, even though he had 
a prior lien on the assets of the bank. 
Yet the present law has permitted that 

very thing to occur. 

“For the business interest of the state 
and 4s a matter of public convenience, 
it is best that the larger depositories be 
required. to give a larger bond than that 
now prescribed by law and that they be 
permitted to hold a corresponding umount 
of the state’s money, and I.will offer an 
amendment to that effect before the house 
cominittee, There are now twenty-five 
depositories in the state and there is no 
dauger that under the new bill too much 
enc te in the treasury.

Patrolman R. C. Powell Arrives in New 
York and Finds Gaston There. 


GASTON’S PAST RECORD IN NEW JERSEY 


His Adhberents Here Are 8till Confident 
That He Acted in Good Faith—W ill 
Arrive Here Thursday. 


Patrolman R. C. Powell, of Atlanta, is 
in New York waiting in Inspector Byrnes’s 
office at the Tombs for Governor Flower to 
append his signature to the extradition 
papers authorizing him to bring Benjamm 
F. Gaston from the metropolis to At- 
lanta. 

Powell arrived in New York 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. He immediately 
repaired to the big white prison in Mul- 
berry street and presented to Chief In- 
spector W. W. McLaughlin, of the detec- 
tive bureau, his credentials as the repre- 
sentative of the state of Georgia, authoriz- 
ed to escort Gaston back to this state. 

The inspector very courteously assisted 
Otlicer Powell in arranging the details 
necessary to having his papers approved. 
He prepared a letter to Governor Ilower 
which he enclosed in an envelope address- 
ed to the chief executive of the state, con- 
taining the requisition drawn by Governor 
Northen upon (;0vernor lk lower, ot New 
York. This cominunication left New York 
city Saturday night on the night mail. It 
reached Albany yesterday and will be acted 
on today and returned to Officer Powell, 
in care of Inspector McLaughlin, reaching 
New York city Tuesday night or Wednes- 
day moruing. 

All that will remain for Othcer Dowell 
to do atter recenving the requisition wilh 
Governor I lower’s approval will be to take 
charge of his prisoner and start to Atlanta, 
ullless Gaaston takes some new measure to 
secure his liberty.

After securing his 
materials fron adiffereut Sect oons, he com- 
meneed work in a little blue house on Decu- 
tur street near Pryor. Remaining there only 
a short t'me, he moved to a house on the cor- 
ner of Hunter and Loyd streets. This wys 
early in 1865, After becoming settled at work 
he eoncluded to enter the field of journalisin 
and bought The Christian Index of Rev. Sam- 
uel Boyk.n, of Macon, Ga, The same year, or 
early in 1866, he bought of Rev. Samuel Hen- 
derson, of Tuskegee, Ala,, The Southwestern 
untist. with its presses and material, thus 
unittng the two papers underthe head of The 
Christian Index and Southwestern Baptist. 
Dr. H. If. Tucker, that eminent scholar and 
divine, was ed.tor in chief, Ds. Henderson ed- 
iting the Alabama department. 

“Again. soon after, he purchased 2 ‘Tenves- 
see Baptist paper and merged that into The 
Index. and tuus the paper carried three heads 
for some time. About the same time he «om- 
meneed the publication of ‘The Conunercial 
Ruiletip, which he svon seid to Jared I: Whit- 
aker, 

“In August, 1846, T think, he moved the office 
fo a larger building on Alabama street, where 
he remained a vear er two, when Judge Hay- 
den bitit fer him a large and commnodious 
establishment suited for the work of a large 
mrinting and publishing house, where he re 
mit ned till the summer of 1873, either July or 
August. when, owing to failing health and 
nlyice of physician and friends, le sold out 
the Franklin printing house and The Christian 
Dr. D. Shaver then editor, to James 
. Harrson & Co. Mr. Toon was sole owner 
and provrietor of both, no company being at- 
tached to either, 

“After thus retiring, beng a lover of agri 
eultural and horticultural pursuits, for the 
benefit of his health be locked to his farming 
interests in Cobb county, near Marietta, for 
several vears. In ISSS he hecame interested 
in The Atlanta Commonwealth, a prohit-tion 
paper, but again, owing to failing health, he 
gave that up and since that time had been en- 
gaged much of his time in preparing articles 
for agi cultural and reiigious periodicals, many 
articles now fying upon his desk half eom- 
pleted. In this work he took great plensure. 

“He was not a member of the Pioneer Soci- 
ety, being ineligible as to date, 185) being 
requisite, .yet he was ‘nterested in all At- 
lanta’s growth and her onward march to honor 
and high position among the larger cities of 
our country.

Mrs. Serena McKinley Upson Dies at Her 
Home in Lexington. 

Mrs. Serena MeWiniey Upson died Sat- 
urday morning at her Lome in Lexington, 
Ga. 

Mrs. Upson was in her eighty-second 
vear and hud hved in Lexington for three- 
fourths of a century. She was the widow 
of Judge Francis Upson, a prominent anid 
wealthy citizen of the historie old town 
Where lived his father, the celebrated law- 
yer, Stephen Upson, under whom Governor 
d4zilmer read law and with whom he atter- 
ward became a partner. Mrs. Upson was 
the highest type of cultured southern wo- 
manhood, inteHeetual and refined and a 
perfect Christinu. She belonged to one of 
the oldest and best families in the siate, 
Tler father was Dr. Archibald C. MelNin- 
ley, the noted physician, and ber mother 
wes a daughter of Rev. Francis Cuin- 
mins, D.D.. a revolutionary suvldier and 
a@ distinguished divine. She was also a 
descendant of the Davis family of Penn- 
svivania, one of whom, Rev. Samuel Davis, 

as president of Princeton college in DS6o. 
Her three brothers, William MeWinlev, 
Bbeneyn D. MelXinley and Charles G.
